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History of Fort Leonard Wood 


Fort Leonard Wood’s history began with 
a modest ground-breaking ceremony on 3 
December 1940. From that moment until 
May, 1941 workers by the thousands, together 
with their tools and equipment sprawled 
across the budding army camp—to be one 
of the largest in the country. Work pro- 
gressed through one of the wettest seasons 


the area had known and the muddy condi- 
tions attracted great publicity. 
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The new Camp was designated the VII 
Corps Training Area at first. When the ad- 
ministrative officers arrived it was named 
after Major General Leonard E. Wood. He 
had gained fame in the campaign against 
Geronimo and during the Spanish-American 
War. He was Chief of Staff, United States 
Army from 1910 to 1914. 

Lt. Col. Leo Crabbs was the first Post 
Commander, with his Headquarters at 11th 
and Colorado Avenue. The Post then consisted of four barracks for enlisted men and one for officers. No modern facilities 
were available and baths could only be obtained in local towns. Construction of buildings continued and early in the spring 
of 1941 there was enough housing for the first cadres. The Engineer Replacement Training Center was organized under 
the command of Brigadier General U. S. Grant, III. 

More and more barracks were being built and the railway was extended from the town of Newburg, 21 miles away. The 
6th Infantry Division arrived from Minnesota by train in May, 1941 and the 72nd Field Artillery Battalion came by motor 
convoy from Fort Knox. 

After the 6th Division (not to be confused with the 6th Armored Division) came the 8th, the 75th, the 97th and the 70th, 
all of which trained one after the other prior to either maneuvers or overseas shipment. The ERTC continued to function 
and was later called the ASFTC (Army Service Forces Training Center). The Post trained more than 300,000 men between 
1941 and 1946. At one time the population was around 50,000. In 1946 the Post was inactivated. 

Some 50 civilians and about 5 officers remained to safeguard the buildings and property. Soon the buildings began to 
fade and grass grew wild over the once busy training areas. For four years the Post lay dormant. 


The Korean conflict brought demand for more trained troops and Fort Leonard Wood sprang to life once more. It was 
reactivated in August, 1950, and the 6th Armored Division was designated as a replacement training division. On 16 March 


1956, after more than five years of training the division was deactivated and Fort Leonard Wood became the home of the 
United States Army Training Center, Engineer. The program now includes basic military training, advanced engineer train- 
ing, specialist training and the leadership school. 

Fort Leonard Wood continues to function mainly as an Engineer Training Center. Its location and its terrain features 
make it well suited for the training of Engineer Troops. On 21 March 1956, the Post was given permanent status. 

Today a modern 4-lane highway makes the approach to Fort Leonard Wood a pleasant one. The reservation is more than 
70,000 acres in size. It was part of the Mark Twain National Forest until its acquisition as a military reservation. It is in 
the northern end of the Missouri Ozarks. 

Nearby cities are: St. Louis, 130 miles northeast; Springfield, 88 miles southwest and the Missouri State Capitol at 
Jefferson City, 75 miles to the north. Fort Leonard Wood is located about halfway between the towns of Rolla and Lebanon 
on the famous highway 66. Waynesville is the nearest town; it is about five miles from the post and is the county seat

History of the I8th Engineer Brigade 


The 18th Engineer Brigade was 
activated on 25 October 1954 at Fort 
Leonard Wood, Missouri, to take 
over the task of command of all non- 
divisional units other than Hospital 
and Dental Units and those assigned 
to Special Troops, Fort Leonard 
Wood. Its history is inherited from 
the 347th Engineer Regiment (Gen- 


eral Service). 


The 18th Engineer Brigade was 
constituted on 22 July 1921 in the 
Organized Reserve as the 347th En- 


gineer Regiment (General Service) 


which was ordered into active mili- 
tary service on 6 May 1942 at Camp 
Clayborne, Louisiana. Redesignated the 347th Engineer General Service Regiment on 1 August 1942 it 
participated in World War II and received campaign streamers for Normandy, Northern France, 


Rhineland and Central Europe campaigns.

The Meritorious Unit Commendation was awarded this regiment for exceptionally meritorious con- 
duct in performance of outstanding service during the war in the European Theater and displayed 
outstanding devotion and superior performance of exceptionally difficult tasks as to set it apart and 


above other units with similar missions. 


Upon inactivation on 1 June 1946 in Germany the 347th Engineer General Service Regiment was 
assigned to the Sixth Army on 12 May 1947 and activated on 15 June 1947 with headquarters in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. It was inactivated on 16 March 1949, relieved from allotment to the Army Re- 
serve and allotted to the Regular Army on 25 October 1954 on which date it was activated as Head- 
quarters and Headquarters Company, 18th Engineer Brigade at Fort Leonard Wood, Missouri, under 
the Command of Colonel Willard White. 


On 15 August 1955 the Brigade had a change of commanders, Brigadier General Walter K. Wilson, 
Jr., then in March 1956 Brigadier General John H. Dudley took command, and upon his de- 


parture in July 1958, the present commander, Colonel Wilber A. Stevens assumed command.

THOMAS A. LANE 


Commanding General 


Major General Thomas A. Lane was born in Revere, Massachusetts, November 19, 1906. He was graduated from 


the United States Military Academy in 1928, the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 1932, The Engineer School 
in 1933, the Air Command and Staff School in 1947, and the National War College in 1953. From 1929 to 1931 he 
served on the Nicaragua Canal Survey. During World War II he served in the Office of the Air Engineer, Headquar- 
ters Army Air Forces, Washington, D. C., until October 1943 organizing and training aviation engineer troop units to 
support the Army Air Forces. He was then transferred to General Headquarters, Southwest Pacific Area, where he 
served as operations officer on the theater engineer staff in the campaigns from New Guinea to the Philippines. He entered 
Japan with the Occupation Forces in August, 1945, 

Returning to the United States in late 1945, General Lane served in Washington, D. C., on a Joint Operations Review 
Board convened to write amphibious doctrine for the military services. From 1946 to 1948 he was Engineer Instruc- 
tor and Chief of the Logistics Division, Air Command and Staff School, Air University, Maxwell Field, Alabama. From 
1948 to 1950 he was District Engineer, Little Rock, Arkansas. From 1950 to 1952 he was District Engineer Okinawa. 
In 1952 he attended the National War College. From 1953 to 1954 he was in the Office, Chief of Engineers, Wash- 
ington, D. C., as an assistant to the Chief of Engineers for policy planning. In July 1954 he became Engineer, Army 
Field Forces, Fort Monroe, Virginia. 

General Lane became Engineer Commissioner, District of Columbia, Washington, D. C., in December 1954, 

General Lane is married to the former Jean Margaret Gee. They have three children, Michael Stuart, Julia Ann, and 
Thomas Cleveland. 


General Lane has been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal.
